tanks, heavy , anti-tank guns (types tin, known), American Studebaker trucks, 
Soviet ZXS-5 trucks and armored trucks (type unknown), on platform 
type oars* Transports also consisted of canvas covered flat cars 
and box cars* 


#3o Guard Shack* Wood, 2 x 2 x 2jr m*, tar paper, shed type roof \ sat

I observed, in this building and its surrounding area, approximately nine 
Soviet ZXS-5 trucks, five or six American jeeps and four light anti- 
aircraft guns. Two Soviet guards were in this area, armed with 7,62 
caliber PPSh sub-machine guns or with carbines* 9^X1 
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Joint #5. Soviet Barrack Type Buildings. I do not know the number 
as I could not see the end of these barracks. Other 
barracks were under construction at the time I observed 
them. All barracks were camouflaged with paint and of 
wood construction. They were of various sizes and had tar 
paper, oval-shaped roofs. Among the barracks were Soviet 
T-34 tankB and American Studebaker trucks covered with 
branohes for camouflage purposes. Three or four guards
